On Wednesday, August 22, 2012, members of the Seventh District patrol units were dispatched to 321 13 
Street SE in reference to an "Investigate the trouble calf. The officers arrived on the scene and found the victim 
inside of apartment #8, suffering from apparent stab wounds to the upper chest area. The victim was transported 
to Howard Hospital where she succumbed to her injuries and was pronounced dead by Dr. Hughes at 0517 hours. 
The decedent's remains were transported to the DC Medical Examiner's office pending autopsy. 



On Wednesday, August 22, 2012, an autopsy was performed on the decedent's remains by Dr. Prashar of the DC 
Medical Examiner's office. Dr. Prashar ruled the cause of death, "Multiple stab wounds to the chest", and the 
manner of death, "Homicide", 

A witness hereinafter referred to as W-l, was interviewed and reported to the police she was inside 321 13 th 
Street SE when she made a phone call to the defendant telling him she no longer wanted to have a relationship 
with him JW-l stated that she advised her boyfriend Earl Johnson that she no longer wanted to have a 
relationship with him, W-l reported that the defendant showed up at the apartment, uninvited at approximately 
0045 hours. W-l reported the apartment entrance door is always unlocked, so the defendant walked into the 
apartment and began arguing with her. The witness reported the argument was about W-l ending the relationship. 
W-l reported to the officers that her ex-boyfriend's name is "Earl Johnson", 

W-l reported the decedent was awakened by the arguing and approached the defendant and asked him to leave, 
at which time the defendant and the decedent began to argue. The defendant walked out the apartment slamming 
the apartment door and the apartment building front door. W-l then observed the decedent grab an iron and 
walked out the apartment down the steps towards the front door of the apartment building, to insure that the door 
was closed and secured. W-l reported the decedent approached the front door of the building, and the defendant 
suddenly entered back into the building. W-l heard the decedent advised the defendant that he couldn't come 
hack inside the apartment, and the defendant replied, "So you gangsta like that". W-l then observed the 
I defendant pull a knife from his pants pocket, with the blade extended, while facing the decedent and continued 



to say to the decedent, "So you gangsta like that" while he advanced towards her, W-l then observed the 
decedent swing an iron at the defendant, and hit him in the head. W-l observed the defendant attacked the 
decedent and began stabbing the decedent multiple times to the body. W-l attempted to push the defendant away 
from the decedent, but the defendant pushed W-l away and continued to stab the decedent, W-l attempted to 
push the defendant away again until she was able to force him out the apartment building. During the altercation, 
W- 1 suffered a stab wound to her right arm, non-life threatening. 

W- 1 observed the decedent on the ground in a pool of blood and ran back to her apartment to call 9 1 1 , The 
decedent walked back up to the apartment and collapsed on tiie floor. 

W-l was shown a single confirmation photo, and she immediately identified the photo as Earl Johnson, her ex- 
boyfriend and the person who W-l observed stabbing the decedent. 

Based on the information provided, the affiant believes probable cause exists and therefore respectfully request 
an arrest be issued for Earl Johnson, PDID# 406467, — A —
